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This statement is made as to the facts that are relied upon to establish the diligent effort 
made to secure the execution of the declaration by the attorney for the assignee of the above- 
identified patent application. 

1 . I, Ariel S. Rogson, am an attorney with Marger Johnson & McCoUom, P.C. I am 
an attorney of record in this patent application. 

2. In correcting the inventorship of this patent application, I became aware that John 
Ransom VanOrman II, a named coinventor of this patent application, was no longer employed by 
Novell, Inc., the assignee and owner of rights in this patent application. Mr. VanOrman was an 
employee of Novell, Inc. at the time of the invention, and signed the original declaration on 
January 24, 2002.

5. 1 sent Mr. VanOrman a letter on March 28, 2007, addressed to the only postal 
address I had for Mr. VanOrman, in Lindon, UT. This letter included a copy of the new 
declaration for this patent application. This letter and new declaration were returned by the U.S. 
Postal Service as undeliverable due to an expired mail forward. A copy of the envelope, 
showing the postal stamp that the envelope was undeliverable, is attached hereto as Exhibit B. 

6. Having exhausted all means 1 could think of to contact Mr. VanOrman, I have 
concluded that Mr. VanOrman cannot be reached.
